It was this trait which led 
the writer of these lines to 
observe, in a correspondence 
she was carrying on with the 
Leningrad Paviov § Institute 
in the early 1930's, that our:

Their test rooms 
are soundproof amd shock- 
proof, and can be darkened 
at will. Such precatitions eli- 
minste the possibility of such 
famous errors as the one that 
was made with “Clever 
Hans.” a German horse that 
was reputed to have an en- 
cyclopaedic knowledge. 


Clever Horse 


At the beginning ‘of this 
century, a certain Herr von 
Osten undertook to teach «4 


horse arithmetic, reading 
and “talking” by means of a 
Morse alphabet consisting of 


combinations of r ss. When 
he believed that he had ac- 
complished this, he notified 
the University of Berlin, 


which sent down a team of 
investigators to examine the 


horse. Their findings, which 
fully vindicated. von Osten's 
claim, seemed to overthrow 


all scientific views on the li-| 
mitations of animal] thinking. | 

“Hans” gave correct) 
answers to all questions, even

when they were outside the 
sphere of equine interest, and 
he was able to carry out 
simple arithmetical opera- 
tions without difficulty. The 
most convincing finding per- 
haps, was that the answers 
were correct even when 
neither the horse’s master | 
nor his stable man were} 
about and the-questions were | 
put by strangers. 

It was only the famous 
psychologist Pfungst, then 4 | 
young lecturer at Berlin, that} 
succeeded: in isolating the | 
test error. He discovered that | 
the horse replied correctly, 
only when the questioner 
himself knew the answer. In 
other words, the clever and 
sensitive anima] had simply 
learned to give humans the 
answers they wanted by ob- 
serving their unconscious 
movements of anticipation 
.nd relaxation and adjusting 
his kmockings accordingly in| 
order to secure his reward, | 
the sweet carrot which, of | 
course, he only got. when he/| 
answered correctly. 

In Pavlov’s test arrange- 
ment, the tester is rarely dir-| 
ectly in touch with the test) 
animal at all, so that there | 
is no risk of uNconscious in- 
fluence. The experimenter is 
not even within the reach of 
the animals’ senses: he sits 
one or two rooms away and 
signals to them by means of 
various buttons. Even his ob- 
servation of their actions is 
indirect, by means Of appar- 
atus. This relationship  be- 
tween animal and observer | 
had thus been employed by} 
the Pavlovians for decades!| 
before it came to full frui- 
tion,..after the launching of | 
Sputnik [I], between Laika | 
and her earthbound observ- 
ers.
